Article  1  Choose  Town  Officers  (By  Official  Ballot) 

Article  2  Zoning  Ordinances  amended  as  proposed  by  Planning  Board  and 

others.  (By  Official  Ballot) 

Article  3  The  Town  voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire 

the  Elizabeth  Brighton  property  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a 
municipal  water  supply  and  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  bonds  in 
an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $1,500,000.  This  is  to  be  a 
general  obligation  bond  intended  to  be  supported  1 00%  by  user 
fees. 

Article  4  The  Town  voted  to  amend  the  agreement  between  the  Town  and 

Peterborough  Retirement  Community  at  Upland  Farm,  Inc.  d/b/a 
RiverMead  to  search  elsewhere  on  RiverMead  property  for  a  suit- 
able Town  Well  site  in  consideration  that  the  Town  would  convey 
the  rights  of  the  RiverMead  well  site  to  RiverMead  provided  that  the 
present  site  is  not  used  by  RiverMead  for  drinking  water  purposes.

Article  11  The  Town  voted  to  adopt  a  Code  of  Ethics  for  public  servants  of  the 

Town  of  Peterborough  and  elected  and  appointed  officials. 

Article  12          The  Town  voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,397,926.00  which 
represents  the  operating  budget. 

Article  13         The  Town  voted  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  pur- 
pose of  Bridge  Restoration  and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50,000 
to  be  placed  in  this  fund. 

Article  14  The  Town  voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $46,000  for  improvement

dedicated  to  Edward  J.  Lobacki,  Catharine  Sage  and  Stanley  W.  Peters 

Article  15         The  Town  voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $  1 00,000  for  a  comput- 
er mapping  system  of  the  Town. 

Article  16         The  Town  voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50,000  for  the  pur- 
pose of  reclaiming,  repairing  and  reconstructing  town  roads. 

Article  17         The  Town  voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $30,000  to  facilitate 
community  discussion  and  participation  in  the  preparation  of  an 
Economic  Development  Policy  Plan  for  the  Town.  The  Town  has 
received  a  Goyette  Grant  for  lh  of  this  request,  and  appropriation 
is  required  under  the  gross  budgeting  act.

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Selectmen's  Report 


1998  was  a  good  year  for  the  town  of  Peterborough,  and  a  busy  and  productive  one 
for  your  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Town  portion  of  the  tax  rate  was  kept  low  —  in 
1995  it  was  49.22  per  thousand,  and  by  1998  we  had  reduced  that  to  $8.16,  a  saving 
of  $  1 60  for  the  owner  of  an  average  house,  and  a  substantial  reduction  for  every 
merchant  and  business  owner.  We  also  established  for  presentation  to  Town 
Meeting  an  operating  budget  for  1999  which  is  an  increase  of  only /of  one  percent, 
not  only  without  curtailing  any  Town  services,  but  with  provisions  for  improving 
them. 

One  of  the  ways  the  budget  was  kept  under  control  was  improved  implementation 
of  the  Ambulance  user  fees,  with  enough  collected  in  1998  to  cover  almost  the 
entire  cost  of  the  service  and  taking  that  cost  off  the  tax  requirements.  We  also 
arranged  to  improve  these  insurance  collections  in  1999,  with  the  goal  of  not  only 
paying  for  the  service  but  providing  additional  income  to  be  set  aside  for  future 
purchase  of  new  equipment  with  a  minimum  impact  on  the  tax  rate. 

Throughout  the  year  a  committee  under  the  leadership  of  Selectman  Roland  Patten 
and  Susy  Mansfield  worked  on  a  proposal,  also  to  be  presented  to  the  voters  at 

1999  Town  Meeting,  to  institute  a  user  fee  system  at  the  Recycling  Center  which 
would  shift  part  of  the  cost  of  operation  from  the  taxpayer  and  encourage  a  higher 
level  of  recycling. 

Following  approval  by  the  voters  we  acquired  a  site  on  Hunt  Road  for  a  new  town 
well  to  provide  an  assured  source  of  water  for  our  growing  population  and  largely 
complete  plans  for  installation  of  increased  capacity  of  our  water  system,  particular- 
ly a  major  increase  in  the  size  of  a  water  pipe  under  Summer  Street.  We  will  use 
that  opportunity  to  reconstruct  the  street,  long  in  need  of  renovation. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  in  other  areas.  With  a  $300,000  grant  from  the 
state,  plus  a  $60,000  matching  grant  from  RiverMead,  we  have  awarded  a  design 
contract  for  the  creation  of  the  first  major  segment  of  RiverWalk,  from  RiverMead 
to  Noone  Falls,  and  are  now  planning  the  next  phase  of  that  project,  extending  it 
northward.  At  the  same  time,  under  the  supervision  of  DPW  Director  Ed  Chase  and 
in  cooperation  with  Downtown  2000,  a  new  park  was  created  along  the  bank  of  the 
Contoocook,  at  the  edge  of  the  new  parking  facility  being  created  there. 

That  parking  facility  should  be  finished  in  1999,  all  the  necessary  infrastructure 
work  having  been  done  in  1998,  with  a  newly  graded,  paved  and  striped  series  of 
parking  areas,  to  serve  the  vastly  improved  and  revitalized  Depot  Square  area  and 
serving  also  all  of  downtown  Peterborough. 
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We  started  work  on  a  major  project  to  reduce  the  possibility  of  disaster  damage, 
particularly  flooding  in  the  town,  thanks  to  a  grant  of  S500.000  from  FEMA.  under 
the  direction  of  our  now  fully-functioning  Office  of  Community  Development.  We 
have  increased  the  level  of  our  cooperation  and  coordination  with  other  Boards  in 
regional  selectmen's  meetings,  one  result  of  which  was  the  establishment  of  a  joint 
prosecutor  hired  to  handle  all  prosecutions  for  our  town.  JafTrey.  and  later  Dublin. 
at  a  very  considerable  savings  of  police  time  and  cost,  and  establishing  a  highly 
professional  and  widely  praised  prosecution  office. 

A  Tax  Increment  Finance  District  was  established  covering  almost  all  the  commer- 
cial areas  of  Town,  which  has  already  produced  revenue  which  can  be  devoted 
entirely  (with  the  entire  tax  rate  dedicated  to  those  projects)  to  improving  the  infra- 
structure of  our  commercial  areas. 

During  the  year,  we  also  negotiated  new  union  contracts,  the  first  an  extension  of 
the  DPW  contract,  and  the  creation  of  an  entirely  new  contract  with  the  new  Police 
union. 

As  we  said  to  start,  it  has  been  a  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  Board,  and  a 
good  one  for  the  Town.  There  are  many  projects  put  forward  in  1998  to  benefit  our 
Town  and  our  citizens,  and  there  will  be  still  more  in  1999  as  we  work  to  improve 
on  what  is  already  a  good  town  to  live  in. 

Our  particular  thanks  go  to  all  the  employees  of  the  Town,  department  heads  and 
workers,  to  our  Town  Administrator,  and  to  the  members  of  our  many  boards,  com- 
mittees and  commissions,  without  whom  none  of  these  projects  could  have  been 
planned  and  executed.

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Town  Administrator's  Report 

The  accomplishments  of  the  Town  in  1998  are  detailed  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  as  well  as  the  reports  of  the  various  Town  Boards,  Committees, 
Commissions,  and  Departments.  These  achievements  are  due  to  the  dedicated 
efforts  of  the  above  mentioned  parties,  and  the  employees  of  all  the  Town 
Departments  who  provide  services  to  our  community.  The  Town  is  indeed  fortunate 
to  have  many  citizens  who  generously  volunteer  their  time  and  efforts  to  serve  on 
these  boards  as  well  as  in  other  volunteer  capacities. 

1998  reflected  a  year  dedicated  to  prudent  fiscal  management.  Prior  to  the  1999 
Town  Meeting,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Budget  Committee  and  the  Department 
heads  worked  cooperatively  to  reduce  the  proposed  calendar  year  1 999  budget 
impact  by  $200,000.  During  1998,  town  revenues  have  continued  to  climb  and  the 
Town's  financial  statements  for  calendar  year  1998,  which  ended  on  December  31, 
1998,  showed  expenditures  below  the  budget  and  revenues  exceeding  estimates. 

Warrant  articles  passed  at  previous  Town  Meetings  were  put  to  use  to  update  the 
Town's  computer  system  as  well  as  to  implement  the  beginning  of  the  Town's  GIS 
development  efforts.  Technology  continues  to  be  a  major  thrust  of  the  town,  and 
we  are  currently  reviewing  options  for  tying  together  the  Town  House  with  other 
municipal  functions  including  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments,  DPW,  and  the 
Library,  so  that  communication  between  all  Town  functions  can  be  achieved. 

More  importantly  are  our  efforts  to  bring  this  information  to  your  home.  Not  only 
will  the  Town's  WEB  page  be  unveiled  by  the  time  you  read  this  report  ultimately  it 
is  our  goal  to  bring  your  tax  information  to  your  living  room. 

First,  by  the  end  of  the  summer,  residents  will  be  able  to  access  their  property  via  a 
computer  located  at  the  Town  House.  You  will  be  able  to  access  not  only  your  tax 
information,  but  also  your  tax  assessment  and  many  parameters  of  your  property, 
which  will  include  zoning,  location,  map  and  abutters.  Eventually,  it  is  our  goal 
that  in  the  privacy  of  your  home  you'll  be  able  to  access  this  information. 

Securing  non-tax  revenue  is  important  to  the  Town  and  the  Town  was  fortunate 
enough  to  receive  a  grant  for  $500,000  from  FEMA.  Many  thanks  to  Peter  Ryner 
for  securing  that  grant.  Many  other  grants  were  secured  by  the  town  including  ice- 
storm  reimbursements,  recreation  facility  reimbursements,  and  of  course  the  support 
we  receive  from  the  Goyette  funds  which  can  never  be  understated.  What  a  wonder- 
ful legacy  the  Goyettes  left  to  the  town. 

In  an  effort  to  plan  for  and  appropriately  space  major  capital  purchases  at  six-year 
intervals,  the  Capital  Improvement  Program  is  in  its  third  year.  The  benefits  of  a 
successful  Capital  Improvement  Program  are  numerous.  An  annual  presentation  of 
a  Capital  Improvement  Budget  can  serve  as  a  measure  of  the  Town's  fiscal  aware- 
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ness,  as  well  as  the  efficiency  and  progressiveness  of  the  Town's  operation.  The 
Capital  Improvement  Program  is  a  means  of  coordinating  and  centralizing  the 
request  of  the  various  departments  and  agencies,  thus  eliminating  wasteful  overlap, 
duplication,  and  delay.  Additionally,  the  program  allows  more  time  for  the  study  of 
projects  and  encourages  public  discussion  of  proposed  undertakings. 

Each  year  the  Capital  Improvement  Program  will  be  reviewed  and  extended  another 
year,  thus  maintaining  a  six-year  program.  The  annual  review  of  the  program  will 
allow  the  community  to  adjust  to  its  changing  circumstances,  and,  as  needs  change, 
plans  and  priorities  can  be  readjusted. 

My  fourth  year  as  your  administrator  continues  to  bring  new  projects  and  responsi- 
bilities to  my  office.  As  you  read  the  enclosed  reports  for  our  town,  I  believe  that 
you  will  see  what  a  wonderful  town  you  have  and  why  it  is  held  in  such  high 
regard.  Thank  you  for  the  privilege  and  honor  to  represent  the  community  of 
Peterborough.

Budget  Committee  Report  for  1999 


The  Budget  Committee  would  like  to  thank  the  Department  Heads,  the  Town 
Administrator  and  the  Selectmen  for  a  job  well  done.  Due  to  their  efforts  the  Town 
ended  the  year  with  a  healthy  balance.  We  would  like  to  thank  these  same  people 
for  their  fine  cooperation  in  preparing  a  Budget  for  the  year  1999.  A  difficult  job 
becomes  easy,  with  the  help  and  cooperation  we  received  this  year. 

ARTICLE  3:         $550,000  BOND  ISSUE 

The  committee  supports  this  article.  The  Summer  Street  work  is  necessary  in  con- 
junction with  the  water  line  work,  scheduled  for  this  summer.  It  makes  little  sense 
to  patch  a  road  and  sidewalk  already  in  poor  shape,  the  Yankee  Parking  Lot  should 
also  be  finished.  Some  of  the  drainage  and  paving  has  been  incomplete  due  to  the 
limited  funds  available.  This  job  should  be  finished  this  year  to  protect  the  money 
already  invested.  East  Mountain  Road  is  in  very  poor  condition  and  should  be 
rebuilt. 

We  as  a  town,  have  been  lax  in  providing  money  for  highway  reconstruction.  For 
many  years  the  State  Subsidy  grant  has  been  our  only  source  of  highway  money. 
We  must  continue  to  provide  money  for  highway  construction. 

This  bond  will  add  $127,036  to  our  debt  retirement  for  the  next  five  years,  starting 
in  the  year  2000. 

ARTICLE  4:        CAPITAL  RESERVE  FUND  FOR  FIRE  TRUCKS 

We  support  this  article.  This  marks  the  start  of  what  we  hope  will  be  an  annual 
effort  to  provide  money  for  the  Fire  Department  vehicles  costing  over  $100,000. 
this  will  avoid  paying  interest  on  borrowed  money  and  at  the  same  time  earn  inter- 
est on  the  money  in  the  fund.  This  article  will  add  7  cents  to  the  tax  rate. 

ARTICLE  5:        $100,000  FOR  RESTORATION  OF  BRIDGES 

We  support  this  article.  This  will  allow  the  Town  to  start  replacing  some  of  our  sub- 
standard bridges.  In  order  for  the  Town  to  receive  80  percent  State  Aid  for  the 
bridge  work,  the  Town  must  pay  up  front  Engineering,  and  then  apply  for  the  State 
Aid.  The  Town  must  then  wait  until  the  State  money  is  available.  This  adds  30  cents 
to  the  tax  rate. 

ARTICLE  6:         PAY  PER  BAG 

The  committee  supports  this  article.  The  goal  of  this  program  is  to  help  us  in  con- 
trolling the  amount  of  non-recycled  materials,  that  are  trucked  to  a  distant  landfill. 
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The  tipping  fees  and  transportation  costs  are  going  up  everyday.  The  limited  dispos- 
al sites  are  controlled  by  two  Industry  Giants.  You  must  pay  their  price.  We  hope 
that  by  charging  for  the  disposal  of  non-recycled  materials  residents  will  want  to 
save  a  buck,  and  therefore  do  more  recycling.  People  have  been  scolded  and  bags 
inspected,  but  nothing  seems  to  control  the  amount  of  trash  going  in  the  hopper. 
Money  talks... This  could  result  in  reduction  in  the  tax  rate  of  18  cents  in  future 
years. 

ARTICLE  7:  OPERATING  BUDGET  FOR  1999 

We  support  this  article.  This  budget  increased  about  fi  of  one  percent  over  last  year. 
This  represents  $7.54  on  your  tax  rate.  This  includes  $1.65  for  debt  service. 

ARTICLE  8 :  PARK  EQUIPMENT  AT  ADAMS  FIELD 

We  support  this  article.  The  equipment  is  needed  and  no  money  is  needed  from  the 
taxpayer.  No  effect  on  the  tax  rate. 

ARTICLE  9:  $31 ,000  FOR  CONSTRUCTION  OF  SIDEWALKS  ON 

GROVE  AND  DEPOT  STREETS 

The  committee  does  not  support  this  appropriation.  Assuming  that  the  bond  in 
Article  3  is  passed,  the  committee  feels  that  $75,000  for  Downtown  2000  is  an 
ample  piece  of  the  pie  for  this  year.  The  Grove  Street  sidewalk  is  serviceable  and 
the  Depot  Street  sidewalk  does  not  exist.  We  have  some  concerns  that  the  Depot 
Street  sidewalk  by  12  Pine  will  create  a  traffic  problem.  Add  9  cents  to  the  tax  rate. 

ARTICLE  10:  AIR  CONDITIONING  FOR  THE  TOWN  LIBRARY 

The  committee  supports  this  article.  This  will  provide  an  improvement  in  the  envi- 
ronment benefiting  patrons,  employees,  and  the  documents  inside.  Although  this 
article  appropriates  $45,795  only  $22,295  must  be  raised  by  taxation.  The  Goyette 
Fund  and  Friends  of  the  Library  are  providing  $23,500.  Add  6  cents  on  the  tax  rate. 

ARTICLE  1 1 :  $40,000  PURCHASE  OF  A  DUMP  TRUCK 

This  truck  will  be  used  by  the  Building  Department  in  the  maintenance  of  Town 
Buildings.  It  will  also  be  used  for  the  plowing  and  sanding  of  the  driveways  and 
parking  areas  of  these  buildings,  freeing  up  Public  Works  equipment. 

ARTICLE  12:  $20,000  TO  BUILD  A  SKATEBOARD  PARK 

We  recommend  that  $15,000  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose.  This  will  provide 
money  for  the  construction  of  the  park.  We  feel  that  interested  parties  can  provide 
money  for  some  equipment  this  year,  the  Town  can  provide  money  in  later  years.

Your  tax  dollars  are  not  unlimited.  $20,000  appropriation,  $15,000  from  taxes, 
$5,000  from  the  Goyette  Fund  equals  4  cents  on  the  tax  rate. 

ARTICLE  13:  $45,000  TO  CONSTRUCT  LIBRARY  PARKING  LOT 

We  support  this  article.  This  will  provide  the  much  needed  parking  for  the  library. 
There  has  been  much  to  do  over  this  issue.  Let's  put  it  to  rest.  Of  the  $45,000  need- 
ed for  this  project  only  $12,000  is  to  be  raised  from  taxes.  The  Library  Trustees 
have  the  balance.  This  represents  4  cents  on  the  tax  rate. 

ARTICLE  14:  $25,000  UNDERGROUND  POWER  ON  DEPOT 

STREET 

We  do  not  support  this  article.  The  average  taxpayer  received  little  or  no  benefit 
from  this  work.  There  are  many  much  needed  projects  that  could  be  completed  with 
this  money.  Would  you  buy  a  new  living  room  rug,  and  ignore  the  roof  that  leaks 
water  on  the  new  rug?  This  article  adds  7  cents  to  the  tax  rate. 

ARTICLE  1 8 :  LEASE/PURCHASE  BACK-HOE 

We  support  this  article.  This  will  replace  a  1982  back-hoe.  This  machine  has  served 
the  Town  well,  but  further  repairs  are  not  considered  practical.  This  has  no  effect  on 
the  tax  rate. 

ARTICLE  19:  $70,000  FOR  A  DUMP  TRUCK  PLOW  AND  SANDER 

We  support  this  article.  This  is  an  addition  to  the  fleet.  This  truck  will  cover  one  of 
the  plow  routes  presently  covered  by  a  contractor.  Adds  2 1  cents  to  the  tax  rate. 

ARTICLE  20:  WATER  DEPARTMENT  BUDGET 

We  support  this  article.  No  tax  money  involved. 

ARTICLE  2 1 :  WASTEWATER  DEPARTMENT  BUDGET 

We  support  this  article.  No  tax  money  involved. 

ARTICLE  22:  $10,000  FOR  CEMETERY  EXPENDABLE  TRUST 

We  support  this  article.  This  is  more  or  less  a  housekeeping  article.  No  tax  money 
used. 
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This  committee  has  carefully  considered  every  expenditure.  We  have  not  compro- 
mised on  maintenance.  New  projects  have  been  prioritized  and  some  projects  were 
cut  back,  to  prevent  doing  away  with  others  completely. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  of  you  for  the  privilege  of  serving  you  on  this  committee.  Oh! 
you  voted  for  everything?  Your  tax  rate  is  about  $8.30.

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Finance  Director's  Report 

Another  year  has  come  and  gone  with  many  changes  in  the  Finance  Department,  both 
in  personnel  and  accounting  procedures  and  upgrades. 

In  July,  Ron  Christian,  our  long-term  Tax  Collector  officially  retired  from  full-time 
work  and  Bob  Geisel  was  appointed  as  the  Town's  new  Tax  Collector.  Ron  is  still  with 
us  on  a  part-time  basis  as  the  Deputy  Tax  Collector  and  Deputy  Town  Clerk. 

In  August,  Linda  Paris  joined  our  staff  as  a  part-time  receptionist  and  accounting  clerk. 
We  hope  that  her  experience  here  will  be  challenging,  enjoyable,  and  rewarding  as  a 
member  of  the  Town's  financial  administration  team. 

At  last  year's  Town  Meeting,  you  approved  the  purchase  of  new  computer  hardware 
and  accounting  software.  This  project  was  our  first  priority  for  1998.  We  formed  a 
computer  committee  that  included  Dick  Adler,  Ed  Chase,  Bob  Geisel,  Dana  Hadley, 
Peter  Ryner,  and  myself.  It  was  a  great  challenge  from  the  submission  of  the  Request 
for  Proposals  to  the  awarding  of  the  contract.  The  hardware  contract  was  awarded  to 
Affordable  Computers  in  Goffstown,  NH.  Our  new  server,  personal  computers,  and 
other  hardware  arrived  in  1998.  The  accounting  software  was  awarded  to 
Pentamation,  Inc.  in  Bethlehem,  PA.  By  the  fall,  we  will  have  implemented  the 
accounting  software  that  is  compliant  for  the  year  2000.  In  the  event  thatyou  have 
concerns,  you  can  be  sure  that  you  will  receive  your  tax  and  utility  bills  in  the  year 
2000. 

Our  legislature  has  been  busy  in  the  early  days  of  the  1999  session,  hearing  a  great 
number  of  measures  related  to  the  Claremont  education  dilemma.  The  impact  on  our 
local  tax  rate  will  be  determined  by  the  format  of  the  solution  that  is  finally  passed  by 
the  House  and  Senate  and  accepted  by  the  Supreme  Court.  The  only  certainty  at  this 
time  is  that  the  Town  and  County  portions  of  the  property  tax  will  be  billed  in  June. 

The  utility  billing  procedure  took  on  a  new  look  in  1998  with  the  development  of  a 
mailer-type  single  bill  for  all  services.  The  residents  using  Town  water  and  sewer  now 
receive  a  quarterly  bill,  in  February,  May,  August,  and  November,  which  indicates  the 
current  usage  and  charges  as  well  as  any  previous  balances. 

The  water  meter  replacement  program,  which  began  in  1 997,  continues  to  progress 
nicely  with  over  sixty  (60)  percent  of  the  installations  completed.  It  is  hoped  that  by 
the  summer  of  1 999  all  customers  will  have  updated  meters  so  that  our  new  computer 
system  can  utilize  electronic  data  collection  and  sorting  in  the  billing  operation. 

Each  member  of  the  finance  department,  Bob  Geisel,  Ron  Christian,  and  Linda  Paris, 
has  my  gratitude  for  their  contribution  in  accomplishing  the  changes  and  upgrades  in 
1998.  I  would  also  like  to  commend  the  Selectmen  for  their  continued  interest  in  and 
support  of  the  financial  operation  of  the  Town.

FIRE-RESCUE  AND  AMBULANCE  REPORT 

1998 

The  Peterborough  Fire  Department  consists  of  one  Chief,  two  Deputy  Chiefs,  one  Fire 
Captain,  one  Ambulance  Coordinator/Captain,  two  Fire  Lieutenants,  one  Ambulance 
Lieutenant,  thirty-three  firefighting  and  emergency  medical  personnel,  and  a  part-time 
administrative  assistant.  The  Department  provides  fire,  rescue,  and  emergency  medical 
services  to  Peterborough  and  Sharon.  Emergency  ambulance  service  is  also  provided 
on  a  regular  basis  to  Dublin,  Francestown,  Greenfield,  and  Hancock.  The  Department 
also  sends  and  receives  mutual  aid  for  fire,  rescue  and  emergency  medical  services 
with  area  communities  through  the  Southwestern  New  Hampshire  District  Fire  Mutual 
Aid  system. 

Operations 

The  Department  responded  to  851  incidents  in  1998,  of  which  715  involved  emer- 
gency medical  services.

Risk  Reduction  and  Public  Education 

The  Department  continued  its  fire  safety  education  efforts  in  the  community 
throughout  the  year.  During  Fire  Prevention  Week  members  visited  pre-schools  and 
the  Elementary  School  to  present  programs  for  the  students.  The  Department  Open 
House  that  week  featured  fire  extinguisher  training,  fire  safety  videos,  distribution 
of  fire  safety  education  materials,  and  a  coloring  contest  for  school  children. 
Throughout  the  year  the  Department  presents  fire  safety  and  emergency  medical 
information  to  various  groups  and  organizations  on  request. 

Emphasis  on  properly  operating  smoke  detectors  in  residential  property  and  sprin- 
klers in  larger  buildings  is  a  priority  of  the  Department.  Construction  and  renova- 
tion projects  are  reviewed  and  monitored  for  fire  protection  features  and  fire  code 
compliance  from  the  planning  stages  through  occupancy.  Several  major  projects 
were  completed  in  the  downtown  area  with  improvements  to  fire  safety  built  in. 
We  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  developers. 

We  continued  to  review  existing  multi-unit  residential  buildings  in  the  Town  for  code 
required  smoke  detectors.  More  buildings  have  come  into  compliance  but  a  significant 
number  are  not.  Efforts  to  ensure  compliance  continue.  The  cooperation  of  most 
property  owners  has  been  excellent  but  legal  action  is  an  option  when  necessary. 

With  the  prospect  of  at  least  one  large  residential  subdivision  in  the  near  future,  the 
Department  is  strongly  encouraging  the  Town  to  consider  residential  sprinklers  in 
developing  areas  as  a  means  to  provide  life  safety  and  fire  protection  without  the 
cost  of  expanded  town  services. 

The  Department  is  happy  to  provide  fire  safety  and  emergency  medical  information 
to  individuals  or  groups  on  request  by  calling  924-8090. 

Training  and  Education 

Monthly  drills  on  basic  firefighting  and  rescue  techniques  were  held  under  the 
direction  of  the  Deputy  Chiefs  and  training  coordinator.  Topics  covered  included 
water  rescue,  ice  rescue,  ventilation,  wildland  fires,  vehicle  extrication,  dry 
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hydrants,  water  supply,  power  tools,  off-road  rescue,  and  fire  service  legal  liability. 
In  July,  a  house  provided  by  the  A.  W.  Peters  Company  was  used  extensively  by 
Firefighters  and  Explorers  for  practical  training  in  building  construction,  ladder 
work,  ventilation,  and  fire  behavior.  Following  evening  sessions  on  these  topics,  an 
all  day  exercise  was  conducted  with  several  live  fire  scenarios  in  which  fires  were 
set  and  extinguished  in  various  areas  of  the  house.  The  training  was  concluded 
with  the  controlled  burning  of  the  house.  The  live  burn  exercise  provided  an  oppor- 
tunity for  members  to  put  into  practice  the  separate  skills  learned  in  the  evening 
sessions  and  for  veteran  firefighters  to  transmit  their  knowledge  to  newer  members 
under  fire  conditions. 

Officer  training  consisted  of  additional  monthly  sessions  that  included  pre-fire  walk 
through  of  larger  buildings,  reviews  of  equipment  and  procedures,  and  evaluation  of 
water  supplies. 

Emergency  medical  personnel  participated  in  classes  and  seminars  in-house  and  else- 
where, in  order  to  maintain  their  certifications  in  various  medical  skills.  Monthly  train- 
ing sessions  were  utilized  to  provide  continuing  education  credit.  Topics  covered 
included  documentation  review,  cardiac  care,  stabilization  of  large  bone  fractures, 
anatomy  and  physiology,  seizure  emergencies,  and  fire  scene  rehabilitation,  as  well  as 
recertification  in  CPR.  Emergency  medical  personnel  also  participated  in  combined 
training  with  firefighters  on  auto  extrication,  water  rescue  and  off-road  rescue.  With 
the  assistance  of  the  Monadnock  Hospital  Emergency  Department,  medical  personnel 
maintained  certification  in  the  use  of  automatic  heart  defibrillators  and  glucometers. 

Many  members  of  the  Department  spent  additional  time  attending  classes  and  semi- 
nars to  further  improve  their  skills.  Several  became  nationally  registered 
Emergency  Medical  Technicians  while  others  upgraded  their  certifications  from 
EMT-  Basic  to  EMT-Intermediate.  This  enables  them  to  provide  a  higher  level  of 
pre-hospital  care  to  those  patients  who  need  it. 

The  Department  supports  and  encourages  participation  in  the  Meadowood  Fire 
School  and  other  continuing  education  programs  in  fire,  rescue,  and  emergency 
medical  services.  These  programs  enable  the  participants  to  maintain  and  upgrade 
their  skills  and  to  bring  knowledge  back  to  their  fellow  members. 

The  Department  also  served  as  the  host  for  CPR  classes  for  area  personnel  and  pro- 
vided on-site  CPR  training  for  several  groups,  including  town  employees.  Fire 
extinguisher  training  was  provided  for  civic  organizations  on  request. 


Personnel 

Firefighter/EMT  A.  Bruce  McPherson  was  voted  an  honorary  life  member  after 
retiring  with  24  years  of  dedicated  service. 
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Two  new  positions  were  created  to  improve  efficiency  in  the  services  provided  by 
the  Department.  An  elected  position,  Ambulance  Lieutenant/Assistant  Coordinator, 
was  established  to  work  with  the  Ambulance  Captain  in  overseeing  emergency 
medical  services.  A  Fire  Training  Coordinator  was  appointed  to  assist  the  officers 
in  developing  lesson  plans  and  otherwise  enhancing  the  quality  of  fire  training. 


Apparatus  and  Equipment 

A  tanker/pumper  that  will  replace  the  one  destroyed  in  an  accident  is  being  manu- 
factured. Delivery  is  expected  in  late  winter/early  spring  1999.  Until  its  delivery, 
tanker  coverage  is  being  supplied  by  surrounding  towns  through  the  Mutual  Aid 
system. 

Through  donations'  to  the  Ambulance  Fund,  automatic  tire  chains  were  installed  on 
both  ambulances  and  an  off-road  rescue  vehicle  was  purchased. 

Water  Supplies 

In  conjunction  with  the  Director  of  Public  Works  priorities  were  developed  for  the 
replacement  and  addition  of  hydrants  to  improve  fire  protection.  In  addition  the 
Department  participates  in  planning  relative  to  improvements  to  the  municipal 
water  supply  and  distribution  system.  Consideration  of  fire  protection  is  an  essen- 
tial part  of  the  planning  process  and  interaction  with  the  public  works  and  commu- 
nity development  office  is  ongoing.  New  dry  hydrants  were  installed  as  part  of  the 
Spring  Rd.  and  Rte.  136  bridge  reconstruction  projects  in  order  to  improve  water 
supplies  for  firefighting  in  areas  beyond  the  municipal  water  system. 

Support  Activities 

The  Auxiliary  continued  to  support  the  Department  with  many  hours  of  donated 
time  at  emergencies,  training  and  other  activities.  They  again  sponsored  a  very  suc- 
cessful Christmas  party  for  members  and  their  families. 

The  Explorer  post  was  very  active  with  the  Department,  participating  in  training, 
emergency  operations,  and  a  variety  of  other  activities  throughout  the  year. 

The  Fire  and  Rescue  Association  and  The  Aquarius  Veteran  Firemen's  Association 
co-sponsored,  with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  an  antique  fire  apparatus  parade  on 
July  4  led  by  Peterborough's  first  motorized  apparatus.  The  parade  was  followed 
by  the  rededication  of  the  refurbished  Aquarius  Fire  Museum.  These  accomplish- 
ments were  made  possible  through  a  generous  grant  from  the  Goyette  Fund,  a  sub- 
stantial donation  from  friends  of  the  late,  long  time  firefighter,  Fred  Morin,  and  the 
support  of  many  others. 
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The  Department,  as  always,  is  seeking  men  and  women  who  wish  to  serve  their 
community  in  a  most  rewarding  way  and  can  commit  the  time  required  to  serve  in 
the  fire  and  emergency  medical  services. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  many  people  and  organizations  who  assisted 
us  throughout  the  year.  The  help  of  the  other  Town  departments  and  officials  is 
most  appreciated  in  day  to  day  business,  risk  reduction  activities,  and  emergency 
operations.  The  support  of  the  citizens  of  Peterborough,  through  tax  dollars  and 
contributions  to  our  fundraisers,  is  gratefully  received.  Community  support  and 
pride  in  the  services  provided  are  the  greatest  motivators  for  our  members.  The 
cooperation  of  the  businesses,  which  enable  their  employees  to  serve  the  public  by 
responding  to  calls  during  work  hours,  is  essential  to  the  success  of  the  Department. 
Last,  but  certainly  not  least,  we  thank  the  families  of  Department  members.  They 
adjust  to  the  many  hours  put  in,  often  at  inconvenient  times,  and  continue  to  sup- 
port the  commitment  of  the  men  and  women  of  the  Department.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND 
STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger,  contact  your  local 
Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning. 
Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators 
are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and 
Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  State  Forest  Rangers  are  available  to  assist  communities  with 
forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  and  training  programs  as  well  as  the  enforcement  of  forest  fire 
and  timber  harvest  laws.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws, 
please  call  our  office  at  271-2217. 

There  are  2400  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  throughout  the  state. 
Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers 
with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention,  and  law  enforcement.  Early  in  1 998  we  experienced  an 
ice  storm,  which  caused  severe  damage  to  forests  of  New  Hampshire.  This  damage  created  a 
greater  potential  fire  hazard  as  well  as  safety  hazards  to  many  areas  of  the  state.  Your  local  fire 
warden  and  Forest  Rangers  need  your  assistance  in  preventing  wildfires  in  these  hard  hit  areas 
and  throughout  the  State.  If  you  need  assistance  or  information  dealing  with  ice  damaged  wood- 
lands, please  call  1-800-444-8978. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  1 5  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3  contract  aircraft 
patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response  from  local  fire 
departments.  This  is  a  critical  factor  in  controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fires  and  keeping  the  loss 
of  property  and  suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.

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Human  Services  Report 


As  the  Town's  new  Human  Services  Director,  I  certainly  have  very  big  shoes  to  fill. 
With  the  retirement  of  Jim  Lenane,  I  was  chosen  to  do  the  job  that  has  been  accom- 
plished for  over  thirteen  years  by  Jim.  I  continue  to  be  amazed  by  his  dedication  to 
public  service  and  his  never-ending  sense  of  giving.  Jim  continues  to  be  an  influ- 
ence at  the  Town  House  as  Health  Officer,  and  his  guidance  and  continued  support  I 
truly  appreciate. 

In  my  six-months  as  your  Human  Services  Director,  I  have  met  many  individuals 
who  are  going  through  some  very  tough  times  in  their  life.  Some  enter  my  office 
with  much  reluctance  and  trepidation.  Most  never  believed  in  their  wildest  dreams 
that  circumstances  in  their  life  would  bring  them  to  asking  for  assistance  from  the 
town. 

Just  who  is  the  typical  human  services  client?  I  think  their  stories  would  amaze 
you.  Here  are  just  three: 

Family  Number  One 

Single  mother,  age  24.  Eighth  grade  education  with  three  children.  Mother  some- 
times doesn't  make  the  best  life  style  changes.  Mother's  background  one  of  wel- 
fare dependency  as  a  child  with  some  family  abuse.  She  has  very  low  self-esteem 
and  has  never  felt  she  has  any  control  in  her  life.   She  describes  her  children  as  the 
first  thing  she  has  ever  had  that  was  her  own. 

Through  encouragement  and  support,  she  has  recently  attended  school  to  get  her 
Certified  Nurses  Aid  (CNA)  training.   She  was  successful  and  has  just  started  work- 
ing as  a  certified  nurse's  assistant.  This  is  the  first  time  she  has  been  off  state  wel- 
fare assistance  and  is  working  towards  completely  supporting  herself  and  her  fami- 
ly. She  is  working  very  hard  both  as  a  CNA  and  as  a  mother.  She  wants  to 
improve  her  lifestyle  for  both  her  and  her  children.  She  gets  very  discouraged  how- 
ever, when  everyday  life  issues  intrude  to  make  her  life  difficult.  The  car  repair,  the 
non-supportive  ex-husband  and  the  exaction  of  keeping  everything  together  really 
taxes  her  to  the  limit. 


Family  Number  Two 

Single  mother,  age  20.  The  only  assistance  she  has  received  from  the  town  is  three 
food  vouchers  during  her  pregnancy.  She  was  very  concerned  with  her  health  and 
eating  habits  and  wanted  to  have  a  well  balanced  diet.  Otherwise,  she  supported 
herself  by  working. 
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She  has  since  had  her  baby.  The  child  has  complications  which  include  among 
other  issues  the  possibility  that  she  will  have  cerebral-palsy. 

This  young  woman  is  remarkable.  She  continues  to  support  herself  with  marginal 
assistance  from  the  town.  She  loves  her  baby  very  much  and  her  outlook  is  remark- 
able.  She  is  well  spoken  and  intends  to  do  everything  in  her  power  to  work  with 
her  daughter  to  enable  her  to  become  the  best  person  she  can. 

Family  Number  Three 

Single  mother,  age  40.  She  is  working  but  due  to  car  repairs,  could  not  make  the 
rent  payment.  When  I  assisted  her,  she  said  she  would  pay  the  town  back  when  she 
got  a  job.  I  hear  that  a  lot.  In  reality  I  seldom  see  repayment.  That  is  not  surpris- 
ing. Individuals  who  get  assistance  and  then  change  their  lives  enough  to  support 
themselves  have  such  low  incomes  that  repayment  is  difficult.  However,  this 
woman  has  struggled  to  repay  the  town.  This  says  volumes  about  her  character. 

I  have  tried  to  humanize  our  clients.  They  are  not  just  "dead-beats"  who  want  to 
live  off  the  system.  They  are  real  people  with  tough  problems.  The  assistance  the 
town  gives  them  goes  a  long  way  in  enabling  them  to  become  all  around  citizens 
who  will  give  back  to  their  community. 

I  once  asked  Jim  why  he  does  so  much  for  Peterborough.  He  explained  that  he  was 
helped  at  a  time  in  his  life  when  he  needed  it  and  he  never  forgot  that.  He  has 
always  strived  to  repay  that  debt.  Perhaps  one  of  the  clients  we  are  assisting  today 
will  be  the  Jim  Lenane  of  tomorrow.

Peterborough  Human  Services  Fund  is  a  non  profit  organization  (501  ©  3)  founded 
in  the  spring  of  1996.  James  Lenane,  Peterborough  Human  Services  Director,  in 
addition  to  administering  the  Town's  Welfare  program,  encouraged  donations  from 
service  organizations  and  individuals  to  meet  need  of  Peterborough  residents  which 
were  not  eligible  for  support  from  government  funds.  He  also  administered  the 
expenditure  of  interest  from  the  Bertrand  funds,  an  endowment  dedicated  to  assist 
in  sick-room  supplies,  with  income  of  about  $  1 ,000  per  year. 

With  the  encouragement  of  Pamela  Brenner,  Peterborough  Town  Administrator,  Mr. 
Lenane  gathered  some  interested  citizens  to  form  a  private  non-profit  organization 
which  could  raise  private  money  and  administer  the  Bertrand  money,  separating 
these  functions  from  the  town  of  Peterborough  Human  Services  Program. 

The  mission  statement  of  the  Peterborough  Human  Services  Fund  (PHSF)  states: 
The  objects  for  which  this  corporation  is  established  are:  To  raise  and  administer 
funds  for  the  purpose  of  alleviation  need  in  the  Town  of  Peterborough;  to  assist 
those  in  need  who  cannot  legally  be  aided  with  public  funds;  to  feed  the  hungry, 
assist  the  sick  and  clothe  the  needy,  using  our  funds  to  give  help  and  hope  to  those 
who  cannot  help  themselves. 

This  mission  is  carried  out  in  large  part  by  our  executive  director,  Mr.  Lenane,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Board  of  Director.  We  respond  to  requests  for  help 
with  the  extraordinary  and  essential  expense  which  is  impossible  for  a  low  income 
wage  earner  to  meet.  Unemployment  on  our  town  region  and  state  is  very  low, 
about  1.9  percent.  What  is  less-well  known  is  that  many  of  the  jobs  in  Peterborough 
offer  wages  so  low,  that  a  family  can  barely  meet  the  expenses  of  daily  living,  much 
less  the  unpredictable  health  crisis,  car  breakdown  or  need  for  dental  care.  PHSF 
operates  a  food  pantry  in  the  Town  House,  open  five  mornings  a  week.  This  pro- 
gram is  eligible  to  receive  government  surplus  commodities,  which  augment  the 
foodstuffs  purchased  with  private  donations.  The  attached  chart  shows  the  kinds  of 
help,  number  of  people  helped  and  the  dollar  amount  of  the  donated  service. 

The  pantry  is  stocked  with  Federal  Government  Foods  with  a  1998  value  of  $6,900, 
and  by  the  generous  donations  of  food  and  money  by  many  local  business  and  indi- 
viduals. 

The  pantry  is  now  open  daily  Monday  through  Friday  9am-12noon.  In  addition,  we 
are  also  open  Thursday  6pm-7pm.

Come  to  the  Town  House  and  pick 
one  up.  The  system  you  save  may  be  your  own!

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Library  Director's  Report 

"It  was  the  best  of  times,  it  was  the  worst  of  times.. .It  was  the  year  of  Our  Lord"  one 
thousand,  nine  hundred  and  ninety  eight.  " 

With  apologies  to  Charles  Dickens,  this  opening  line  from  A  Tale  of  Two  Cities 
seemed  an  appropriate  introduction  to  this  year's  library  report.  The  generous  gift  of 
$100,000  from  Arlene  Magaw  allowed  the  library  to  purchase  the  adjacent  Sage  prop- 
erty. It  safeguarded  future  expansion  and  posed  an  immediate  answer  to  the  library's 
pressing  parking  needs.  Ten  months  of  negotiation  saw  the  year  end  with  a  compro- 
mise: the  Sage  house  remains  on  its  original  site;  the  barn  has  gone  on  to  a  new  life  as 
a  house  here  in  town  and  the  library  will  begin  construction  on  its  new  driveway  and 
parking  area  in  the  spring. 

In  a  poor  economy,  people  give  up  their  newspaper  and  magazine  subscriptions;  they 
don't  buy  books  and  they  cut  down  on  their  movie-going.  Instead,  they  make  heavy 
use  of  their  library  -  borrowing  magazines  books,  tapes  and  videos.    With  the  present 
economy,  the  circulation  of  the  Peterborough  Town  library  is  down  slightly,  but  usage 
is  up:  47%  more  people  have  logged  onto  the  public  Internet  computer;  investment 
groups  are  availing  themselves  of  our  financial  reference  materials;  the  Historical 
Room  saw  20%  more  research  by  genealogists;  the  Summer  Reading  Program  hosted 
a  record  number  of  young  readers;  and  attendance  at  New  Hampshire  Humanities 
Council  and  library  sponsored  book  discussion  was  at  an  all-time  high. 

Early  in  the  year,  Bell- Atlantic  and  Cabletron  announced  an  initiative  to  provide  frame 
relay  Internet  access  free  for  public  libraries  until  the  year  2000.  The  Peterborough 
Town  Library  took  advantage  of  this  program.  The  library  was  rewired  this  summer, 
the  frame  relay  was  installed  in  the  fall,  and  as  the  year  closed,  a  bid  was  awarded  to 
put  up  an  online  catalog. 

We  have  experienced  the  best  of  times  and  the  worst  of  times,  economically  and  com- 
munally. The  library  staff,  Friends,  and  Board  of  Trustees  look  forward  to  exciting 
times  in  the  coming  year.

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Planning  Board  Report-1998 

1998  had  many  firsts  for  planning  in  Peterborough. 

The  Planning  Board  has  gone  through  a  four-year  catharsis  beginning  with  the  Phil 
Herr  Project,  and  is  now  ready  to  move  the  boards'  impetus  from  regulation  to  plan- 
ning the  town's  future. 

As  a  result,  the  Planning  Board  has  requested  the  Selectman  to  disband  the  Long 
Range  Planning  Commission.  Their  work  has  been  instrumental  in  moving  this 
town  forward  and  all  of  their  careful  work  will  be  reviewed  and  incorporated  into 
our  new  Master  Plan.  It  is  hoped  that  many  of  the  LRPC  members  will  serve  again 
as  various  committee  members.  To  insure  that  any  work  they  have  accomplished  is 
not  duplicated  and  to  assist  to  bring  together  the  documents,  formally  and  informal- 
ly adopted  by  the  town  since  the  last  Master  Plan  update,  to  be  adapted  -  incorpo- 
rated into  the  new  plan.  The  board  intends  to  fulfill  the  role  of  planning  by  being 
the  center  of  all  committees  and  commissions  involved  in  visioning  the 
Peterborough  we  all  love  and  want  to  preserve. 

The  next  step  in  this  process  will  be  the  rewriting  of  Peterborough  Master  Plan. 
Many  new  chapters  will  be  added  to  the  new  plan  such  as:  Economic,  Water  and 
Sewer,  Transportation,  Zoning,  and  undoubtedly  others.  This  rewrite  and  up-date 
will  be  accomplished  through  the  involvement  of  all  town  boards  and  probably 
additional  committees  as  well.  The  input  from  all  Peterborough  citizens  and  busi- 
ness owners  is  encouraged  and  necessary  to  make  a  plan  that  we  all  can  work  from. 
In  addition,  we  will  need  to  communicate  with  neighboring  towns  and  Southwest 
Regional  Planning  Commission.  It  is  imperative  that  we  know  what  other  towns 
are  doing  so  that  we  can  work  together  in  unison  as  the  development  of  regional 
economies  emerge  throughout  New  Hampshire.  The  new  Master  Plan  could  take  as 
long  as  8  years  to  complete  and  should  continue  to  be  reviewed  and  updated,  chap- 
ter by  chapter,  annually. 

Peterfield  (Messina  Burke  Road  Development)  had  many  time  consuming  aspects 
to  its  engineering,  concept,  wet  lands,  negotiation,  acceptance,  and  ultimately  the 
plan's  formal  approval.  This  is  Peterborough's  largest  subdivision  and  will  play  an 
important  part  in  the  town's  future. 

As  a  result  of  Peterfields  complexity  and  large  size,  extensive  discussions  involving 
all  town  offices  and  several  boards  were  required.  The  Conservation  Commission 
worked  on  a  bridge  crossing  a  major  wetlands  and  wildlife  corridor.  The  Fire 
Department  brought  forward  the  idea  of  individually  sprinkled  houses,  as  the  devel- 
opment is  so  far  from  the  Fire  Station.  The  police  department  noted  that  additional 
manpower  and  a  cruiser,  as  well  as  street  lighting  are  important  for  resident  safety. 
The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  granted  approval  for  high-density  development, 
and  the  NH  Department  of  Transportation  was  involved  in  improvements  required 
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at  the  intersection  of  Route  136  and  Burke  Road.  The  Office  of  Community 
Development  was  the  focal  point  of  all  conversations  and  saw  this  project  through 
to  a  fine  plan  that  Peterborough  can  be  proud  of. 

In  retrospect,  the  board  spent  1998  on  review  and  improvement  of  regulations  to 
make  the  towns  ordinances  more  business  friendly,  better  for  the  public  good,  and 
approved  the  best  Capital  Improvement  Program  ever  in  Peterborough  history. 

The  Board  approved  significant  site  plans  from:  Rivermead,  Belletete's,  and 
Peterborough  Depot  Square  Limited  Partnership  and  the  pleasure  to  approve  a  land 
donation  from  the  Toadstool  Bookstore,  for  downtown  Peterborough. 

Lastly  the  members  of  the  Planning  Board  wish  to  thank  the  Office  of  Community 
Development  for  its  continued  input  and  improvement  in  the  process  of  getting  the 
town  we  want.  Thanks  Peter,  Tom,  and  Tammie.

1 998  brought  the  successful  passage  of  the  tax  increment  finance  district  which 
required  extraordinary  coordination  and  assistance  of  local,  county  and  state  offi- 
cials. The  process  used  to  do  this  has  now  become  a  statewide  model  with  a  "how 
to"  handbook  being  co-written  by  Peter  Ryner  of  our  Community  Development 
Office  and  the  New  Hampshire  Rural  Development  Council. 

The  mission  of  the  Economic  Development  Authority  is  "to  foster  a  sustainable 
economy  consistent  with  the  towns'  planning  objectives".  As  an  economic  policy 
committee,  we  have  spent  the  last  two  years  working  closely  with  the  Community 
Development  Office  gathering  critical  data,  analyzing  and  creating  a  priority  list. 
The  specific  issues  and  choices  which  confront  our  collective  decision  making 
process  now  need  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the  community  and  implemented  over  the 
next  year. 

To  accomplish  this,  the  EDA  has  spent  much  of  1998  developing  a  detailed  policy 
plan  with  a  set  of  guiding  principles  to  be  used  as  a  touchstone  for  future  policy 
formulation  and  planning.  The  EDA  believes  that  a  policy  document  must  guide 
the  planning  process  and  that  much  of  the  outcome  of  the  plan  will  come  from  dis- 
cussion within  all  the  land  use  boards  or  committees  and  the  community.  The  EDA 
will  actively  seek  feedback  and  continue  to  engage  in  open  discussion  with  all  con- 
stituents within  the  community  to  enhance  and  inform  everyone  of  our  updated 
plans.  The  Community  Development  Task  Force  as  defined  in  the  1997  Town 
Report  will  be  the  first  forum  for  discussion  of  this  policy  plan,  and  active  commu- 
nity discussion  will  occur  throughout  1999.  The  community  website  will  also  allow 
for  feedback. 

Beyond  the  work  of  public  engagement  on  the  Economic  Policy  Plan  ,  specific 
issues  the  EDA  will  continue  to  focus  on  this  year  are  parking  for  downtown,  the 
Route  101  -  202  intersection  and  the  Route  202  corridor.  A  parking  study  with 
appropriate  engineering  assistance  will  be  done  this  spring  with  tax  increment 
finance  district  funds,  and  we  will  continue  to  work  closely  with  the  Department  of 
Transportation  and  Southwest  Planning  Commission  on  the  202  corridor  issues. 
Infrastructure  extension  and  rehabilitation  are  also  part  of  the  1999  workplan.

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Community  Development  Report 


1998  was  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Office  of  Community  Development. 

A  telecommunications  tower  ordinance  was  adopted  at  Town  Meeting  1998,  and  by 
late  fall  the  first  commercial  application  to  construct  a  new  tower  was  filed.  After 
almost  two  years  of  effort,  the  Peters  Oil  Company  has  been  able  to  construct  new 
bulk  fuel  storage  tanks  away  from  the  Contoocook  River,  thus  eliminating  a  major 
threat  to  the  Town's  water  supply.  In  1998  work  was  completed  on  a  new  surficial 
geology  map  which  provides  better  information  on  the  location  of  potential  water 
supplies.  The  Public  Works  Department  now  hopes  to  install  a  new  well  by  the 
summer  of  1999,  based  on  the  1998  work. 

There  has  been  major  progress  in  efforts  to  revitalize  the  historic  downtown  core. 
NYNEX  constructed  a  new  sidewalk  on  School  Street  in  cooperation  with  the 
Town.  Depot  Square  continued  work  on  several  buildings.  New  parking  areas 
were  established,  and  work  is  almost  complete  on  the  new  riverfront  park. 

A  total  of  105  building  permits  were  issued  in  1998,  representing  a  total  estimated 
construction  cost  of  approximately  $5,000,000.  Fourteen  new  single  family  home 
permits  were  issued  and  77  residential  remodeling  permits  were  issued.  OCD  also 
issued  25  sign  permits,  13  excavation  and  fill  permits,  14  temporary  sign  permits 
and  5  demolition  permits.  OCD  also  assisted  the  Zoning  Board  and  Planning  Board 
in  the  processing  of  more  than  two  dozen  zoning,  subdivision  and  site  plan  applica- 
tions. 

In  September  OCD  completed  work  on  an  Economic  Policy  Plan  Draft  which  it 
then  presented  to  the  Economic  Development  Authority.  EDA  has  taken  the  materi- 
al in  that  document  and  is  preparing  a  proposal  that  should  be  ready  for  public 
review  in  the  spring  of  1999. 

Contracts  have  been  awarded  for  the  creation  of  new  computer-based  maps,  and 
that  will  be  a  major  focus  of  OCD  in  1999.  OCD  received  a  grant  of  $5,000  from 
the  Goyette  fund  to  assist  in  making  these  maps  and  the  Town's  assessing  records 
more  accessible  to  the  public. 

The  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA)  announced  that 
Peterborough  will  receive  a  planning  and  hazard  mitigation  grant  of  $500,000.  It  is 
expected  that  this  program  will  start  in  early  1999.  The  State  Department  of 
Transportation  awarded  two  construction  grants  to  the  Town  for  the  bicycle  path 
system,  for  a  total  of  $500,000.  Work  on  the  first  phase  of  this  project  will  begin  in 
February  of  1999. 

Considerable  time  has  been  spent  during  1998  on  three  major  housing  projects.

The  developers  of  LongHill  Estates  have  decided  not  to  complete  that  condomini- 
um project  and  much  staff  time  was  devoted  to  making  sure  that  required  work  is 
satisfactorily  completed  prior  to  formally  closing  the  project.  The  Planning  Board 
granted  conceptual  approval  to  a  47-lot  single  family  subdivision  in  northeastern 
Peterborough,  one  of  the  largest  subdivisions  in  the  history  of  the  Town. 
Throughout  1998,  work  continued  on  a  proposed  50-unit  moderate-income  rental 
housing  project  to  be  located  next  to  Southfield  Village,  which  may  be  constructed 
in  1999. 

Two  years  of  review  and  discussion  resulted  in  a  decision  by  the  Planning  Board  in 
late  1998  to  recommend  elimination  of  the  Long  Range  Planning  Commission  and 
the  re-establishment  of  the  Planning  Board  as  primarily  a  planning  rather  than  regu- 
latory body.  In  1 999  work  will  begin  on  defining  the  elements  of  a  new  Master 
Plan  and  work  continues  on  revisions  to  the  land  use  regulations. 

In  1998  the  Town  voted  to  eliminate  drive-through  fast  food  restaurants,  and  the 
Zoning  Board  granted  approval  to  a  Dunkin  Donuts. 

Much  time  has  been  spent  working  with  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
Transportation  on  the  proposed  design  of  improvements  to  Route  202  north.  A  key 
issue  is  finding  suitable  wetland  mitigation  sites.  This  project  is  presently  sched- 
uled for  construction  in  2001.  After  considerable  discussion,  NHDOT  has  agreed  to 
work  with  the  Town  on  addressing  the  Route  202  retaining  wall  adjacent  to  the 
Main  Street  bridge.  Southwest  Region  Planning  Commission  has  agreed  to  support 
a  Route  202  corridor  study,  once  work  is  completed  on  its  Route  1 0 1  study,  and  has 
supported  a  Town  request  to  improve  the  Route  123/101  intersection.

Please  accept  this  letter  as  a  general  report  of  activities  of  the  Southwest  Region  Planning 
Commission  over  the  past  year. 

The  Planning  Commission,  with  a  service  area  covering  35  municipalities  in  Cheshire 
and  Hillsborough  Counties,  is  one  of  New  Hampshire's  nine  regional  planning  agencies 
established  by  RSA  36.  We  continue  to  provide  planning-related  assistance  to  member 
communities  and  to  represent  the  Southwest  Region  in  state  and  federal  programs.  Our 
diverse  work  program  covers  activities  such  as  local  planning  assistance,  regional  infor- 
mation systems  &  mapping,  transportation  planning,  community  and  economic  devel- 
opment, and  natural  resources  planning.  We  are  funded  through  multiple  sources  includ- 
ing local  dues  contributed  by  member  municipalities.  For  every  dollar  of  local  dues,  the 
Commission's  operating  budget  includes  nearly  six  additional  dollars  to  assist  in  meet- 
ing the  needs  of  the  Region  and  its  municipal  members.  These  additional  funds  are  pro- 
vided in  the  form  of  various  federal,  state  and  local  grants  and  contracts.  These  resources 
provide  the  Commission  the  ability  to  assemble  a  professional  staff  which  member 
municipalities  have  direct  access  to. 

Highlights  of  Commission  activities  for  the  past  year  include:

an  addition  to  our  transportation  planning  program  by  adding  a  transit  planning 
component,

Development  Investment  Program,  etc., 

•  conducted  outreach  in  identification  of  local  natural  and  cultural  resource  protection 
priorities.

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Tax  Increment  Finance  District 
Annual  Report  1998 

Peterborough's  first  Tax  Increment  Finance  (TIF)  district  was  established  in  March  of  1998. 
The  boundaries  of  the  district  include  much  of  the  historic  downtown  as  well  as  the  two 
plazas  and  commercial  area  along  Route  202  south. 

This  TIF  was  set  up  as  a  bank  account.  It  was  assumed  that  it  may  take  several  years 
before  there  are  sufficient  new  tax  values  within  this  district  to  fund  any  significant  proj- 
ects. Approximately  $12,000  in  new  tax  revenue  was  received  from  the  district  in  1998. 
Various  property  owners  spent  substantial  sums  in  1998  to  repair  downtown  buildings. 
However,  much  of  those  expenditures  did  not  translate  into  increased  tax  dollars.  It  is  not 
widely  understood  that  many  of  the  buildings  in  the  historic  downtown  core  are  in  need  of 
significant  renovations  just  to  maintain  their  existing  tax  value.  Over  the  past  decade,  the 
overall  tax  yield  from  the  downtown  core  has  been  dropping.  A  major  reason  for  establish- 
ing the  TIF  district  was  to  find  additional  ways  to  assist  and  encourage  private  sector  rein- 
vestment in  what  has  essentially  been  a  deteriorating  tax  base. 

It  is  expected  that,  for  the  next  year  at  least,  incremental  tax  growth  will  again  be  modest. 
Until  and  unless  additional  parking  is  provided,  there  is  little  economic  incentive  for  the 
private  sector  to  undertake  substantial  additional  renovation  or  new  construction  in  the  his- 
toric downtown  core.  Granite  Bank  has  announced  that  it  will  cease  using  its  Grove  Street 
building  during  1999.  Its  future  use  could  impact  the  overall  downtown  tax  base.  The 
destruction  of  the  marionette  theater  by  fire  represents  a  tragedy  at  many  levels  and  may 
also  adversely  impact  the  TIF  district.    There  remains  a  significant  potential  for  new  devel- 
opment in  the  southern  portion  of  the  district,  but  private  sector  plans  have  undergone  sev- 
eral modifications  and  the  extent  and  timing  of  new  construction  remains  uncertain. 

As  part  of  the  creation  of  the  greater  downtown  TIF,  a  committee  was  to  be  established  to 
prepare  a  detailed  plan  for  how  TIF  funds  could  assist  Devitalization  efforts.  That  commit- 
tee has  not  been  established  since  there  are  as  yet  no  funds  and  because  there  have  been 
numerous  changes  in  private  sector  plans.  There  is  little  sense  in  forming  a  committee  if 
there  is  not  yet  any  work  to  be  done.  This  issue  will  be  carefully  monitored  throughout 

1999,  and  a  committee  will  be  formed  as  soon  as  there  are  substantial  opportunities.  In  the 
meantime  OCD  will  continue  to  work  with  private  developers,  the  Selectmen,  Downtown 

2000,  the  Economic  Development  Authority  and  the  Planning  Board  on  formulating  ways 
to  encourage  the  continued  vitality  of  our  core  commercial  area. 

At  the  1998  Town  Meeting,  the  Office  of  Community  Development  was  authorized  to 
spend  up  to  $25,000  for  preliminary  engineering  studies  of  various  locations  where  addi- 
tional parking  could  be  created.  Only  half  of  that  amount  is  available.  OCD  is  now  work- 
ing on  a  proposal  that  will  combine  TIF  funds  with  other  funding  sources  to  undertake  the 
necessary  site  evaluations.  A  specific  proposal  will  be  brought  to  the  Selectmen  in  the  late 
spring  of  1999.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  Planning  Board  will  convene  a  public  workshop  on 
downtown  parking  in  March  or  April  of  1999  in  cooperation  with  OCD,  EDA  and 
Downtown  2000  as  part  of  its  gathering  information  for  a  new  Master  Plan.

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Conservation  Commission 

Commission  members  were  involved  in  a  variety  of  projects  this  past  year,  besides 
the  regular  review  of  applications  to  the  state's  Wetlands  Bureau,  and  to  the  town's 
Planning  Board  and  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  when  issues  of  wetlands  or  shore- 
line impact  were  involved,  and  work  with  the  Office  of  Community  Development 
on  land  use  planning  issues. 

Under  Commission  sponsorship,  15  local  people  are  being  trained  in  the  Keeping 
Track  method — a  program  designed  to  monitor  wildlife  in  a  given  community  or 
watershed.  The  group  has  had  five  training  sessions — one  at  Keeping  Track  pro- 
gram headquarters  in  northern  Vermont,  and  the  others  locally-based.  Species  of 
special  focus  are  bear,  bobcat,  fisher,  otter,  mink  and  moose.  The  Keeping  Track 
method  helps  a  community  become  aware  of  wildlife  species  in  its  midst,  as  well  as 
their  habitat  and  landscape  requirements.  After  the  training  is  completed,  several 
local  survey  routes  will  be  set  up  for  monitoring  four  times  a  year.  Given  the  impor- 
tance of  river  corridors  to  wildlife,  several  routes  will  be  set  up  along  the 
Contoocook  and  its  tributaries.  Plans  also  are  afoot  to  start  a  local  tracking  club  to 
widen  participation  and  enthusiasm  for  being  stewards  for  our  local  wildlife  and 
open  spaces. 

Regarding  open  space,  the  year  ended  with  the  good  news  of  two  local  landowners 
placing  conservation  easements  on  their  property.  They  join  some  20  other 
landowners  in  town  who  have  designed  conservation  easements  for  their  property  to 
put  certain  binding  restrictions  on  development,  thereby  leaving  a  legacy  of  open 
space  to  the  generations  that  follow.  The  Conservation  Commission  is  one  of  sever- 
al conservation  organizations  in  the  region  that  can  be  named  as  monitors  to  make 
sure  that  the  easement  conditions  are  being  honored.  Conservation  easement  lands 
contribute  wonderfully  to  the  open  spaces  that  benefit  all  townspeople — as  well  as 
the  bobcat,  bear  &  company  mentioned  above.  Contact  any  Commission  member 
for  information  on  the  many  methods  of  land  conservation,  and  available  funding 
sources. 

The  Conservation  Commission  also  is  an  honorary  member  of  one  neighborhood 
group  that  has  started  up  with  an  eye  to  open  space  preservation  in  that  neighbor- 
hood. Often  neighbors  are  the  most  important  catalysts  for  significant  open  space 
preservation  as  they  know  the  land  nearby,  and  the  landowners. 

One  of  the  many  benefits  of  open  space  is  its  minimal  impact  on  taxes.  Copies  of 
the  Conservation  Commission's  study — completed  last  year — of  the  tax  conse- 
quences of  development  are  still  available.  This  Cost  of  Community  Services  Study 
joins  many  others  that  link  an  increased  tax  burden  to  increased  development, 
owing  to  the  added  costs  of  town  services  that  are  triggered  by  development.  In 
most  cases,  these  costs  outstrip  tax  revenues  generated. 
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The  Commission  hosted  a  June  workshop/presentation,  "What's  New  on  the 
Contoocook,"  focusing  on  Contoocook  River  monitoring  projects,  and  members  are 
assisting  the  Local  Rivers  Advisory  Committee  in  monitoring  the  river  and  its  tribu- 
taries; Commission  members  attended  workshops  on  environmental  regulations, 
prevention  of  sprawl,  timber  harvesting  methods,  and  the  Coverts  Cooperator 
Program  on  habitat  management. 

As  always,  the  Commission  grapples  with  the  question  of  how  it  can  more  effec- 
tively do  its  mandated  charge:  seeing  to  "the  proper  utilization  and  protection  of  the 
natural  resources  and...  the  protection  of  watershed  resources  of  said  city  or  town." 

We  urge  townspeople  to  be  involved  and  aware  of  land  use  practices — on  a  neigh- 
borhood level  as  well  as  town-wide.  All  are  welcome  at  ConCom  meetings,  held  the 
second  Thursday  of  each  month,  7  p.m.  at  the  Town  House.  As  always,  there  are 
more  worthy  and  exciting  projects  that  should  be  done,  than  time  and  personpower 
to  do  them.

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The  New  Common  Pathway  Report 


1998  was  an  exciting  year  for  the  New  Common  Pathway  Committee.  With  the 
agreement  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  committee,  it  was  decided  that  the 
name  of  the  Riverwalk  Committee  would  be  changed  to  the  New  Common  Pathway 
Committee.  This  change  was  made  to  reflect  the  true  mission  of  our  committee. 
Over  the  past  few  years  of  exploring  the  boundaries  of  the  Contoocook  River,  the 
committee  has  realized  that  there  will  be  numerous  sections  of  the  pathway  that  will 
not  follow  closely  to  the  Contoocook  River.  Instead,  the  path  will  connect  various 
population  centers,  following  the  river  where  possible. 

The  committee  has  been  very  fortunate  to  be  able  to  work  closely  with  Peter  Ryner 
and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  this  past  year.  With  the  Intermodal  Surface 
Transportation  Efficiency  Act  (ISTEA)  grant  coming  available  in  1999,  the  state  has 
agreed  to  allow  the  town  officials  of  Peterborough  to  manage  the  funds  and  the 
project.  The  20%  matching  funds  for  this  grant  were  given  by  the  RiverMead  com- 
munity. Peter  Ryner  is  the  manager  of  this  project  with  members  of  the  New 
Common  Pathway  working  closely  with  him.  To  date,  the  engineering  firm  of  BAC 
Killan  has  been  hired  and  has  begun  the  surveying  and  mapping  of  the  section  of 
pathway  from  RiverMead  south  to  Noone  Falls.  Construction  and  completion  of 
this  section  are  scheduled  for  the  summer  of  1999.  Additional  ISTEA  funds  were 
awarded  this  year  for  the  project  and  will  be  available  in  2002. 

All  engineering  work,  including  the  permitting,  for  the  section  of  pathway  from  the 
corner  of  Grove  Street  and  Route  101  around  Roland's  Auto  Service  station  under 
the  Route  101  bridge  to  the  A&P  Plaza  has  been  completed.  Construction  of  this 
section  has  been  postponed  to  a  later  date.  The  committee  continues  to  work  with 
the  Ed  Chase  of  the  Public  Works  Department  in  determining  possible  routes  for  the 
pathway.  As  always,  fund  raising  is  a  continuous  effort  by  the  committee  as  new 
sections  of  the  path  are  defined.

The  Peterborough  Police  Department  continues  to  be  a  24-hour-per-day, 
365  day-per-year  public-safety  agency  consisting  of  10  full-time  officers, 
1  prosecutor,  6  part-time  (special)  officers  and  2  clerk/dispatchers.  We 
continue  to  make  every  effort  to  operate  two  police  vehicles  at  all  times. 
During  busy  periods,  our  visibility  may  be  greater. 

Training 

The  men  and  women  of  the  Peterborough  Police  Department  are  dedicated 
professionals.  With  laws,  technology  and  standards  continuously  changing, 
specialized  training  is  imperative  throughout  the  year.

Promotions 

At  the  beginning  of  1998,  the  Department  recognized  the  efforts  of  two 
dedicated  officers.  Bruce  McCall  assumed  the  rank  of  Lieutenant,  and 
Ernest  Belletete  assumed  the  rank  of  Sergeant.  We  congratulate  them  on 
their  well-deserved  promotions. 

New  Regional  Prosecutor 

1998  began  the  employment  of  an  attorney  to  jointly  prosecute  cases  for 
the  towns  of  Peterborough  and  Jaffrey.  This  eliminated  the  need  for  an 
officer  to  serve  a  dual  role  as  both  an  officer  and  prosecutor.  This  has  been 
a  great  success.  Time  that  officers  spent  in  court  was  reduced  by  hundreds 
of  hours,  however,  the  department's  court-conviction  rate  has  increased. 

Beginning  September  1998,  this  single-person  position  was  funded  not 
only  by  Peterborough  and  Jaffrey  but  by  Dublin  as  well. 
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New  Materials  in  1998 

Portable    Radios.  Six  portable  (hand-held)  radios  were  purchased  which 
are  used  by  officers  when  they  are  away  from  their  cruiser  radios. 
Maintaining  constant  radio  communication  with  dispatch  and  shift  partners 
is  paramount.  The  previous  radios  were  several  years  old  and  in  frequent 
need  of  repair.  Their  performance  was  unreliable. 

Four-Wheel  Drive  Vehicle.  A  1990  four-wheel  drive  vehicle  was  pur- 
chased to  replace  the  department's  1977  four-wheel  drive  military  surplus 
vehicle  which  was  no  longer  road  worthy.  The  new  vehicle  is  invaluable 
during  bad  weather,  for  training,  searching  remote  and  off-road  areas,  and 
transporting  equipment  to  various  incidents  and  functions. 

Project,  Functions,  Special  Services 

Serving  the  community  is  our  primary  responsibility.  During  1998,  the 
department  remained  dedicated  to  community  projects  and  programs. 
Following  is  a  list  of  some  of  these: 

KidCare  Photo  ID  Events.  The  department  conducted  KidCare  Photo  ID 
events  at  the  May  Children  and  the  Arts  Festival  and  the  November 
Monadnock  Business  Expo.  The  philosophy  is  to  help  local  police  depart- 
ments and  parents  find  missing  children  through  a  national  child-identifi- 
cation program.  KidCare  Photo  IDs  provide  authorities  with  the  single 
most  useful  tool  in  helping  recover  a  missing  child:  a  current,  high-quality, 
instant  photograph  of  the  child  and  associated  particulars. 
The  goal  of  this  program  is  to  provide  parents  with  standardized  personal 
safety  documents  for  their  children.  This  program  was  well  received  by  the 
community  and  will  continue  through  1999 

Bicycle  Safety  and  Registration  Clinic.  Held  in  June  for  children  and 
adults  to  understand  good  bicycling  rules.  Bicycles  were  also  registered 
which  assists  the  department  in  retrieving  lost  and  stolen  bicycles 

DARE.  (Drug  and  Alcohol  Resistance  Education).  160  students  from  the 
South  Meadow  School  and  145  students  from  the  Peterborough  Elementary 
School  underwent  the  17-week  core  program. 

Business  Law  Class.  Assisted  with  a  business  law  class  taught  at  Conval 
High  School 

Women's  Safety  Clinic.    Held  in  December  for  approximately  25  women. 

Review  and  Revision  of  Traffic  Town  Ordinances.  Through  review  of  town  ordi- 
nances, the  Department  recommended  revisions  which  regulate  parking  and  traffic 
flow.  Downtown  parking  was  especially  reviewed  to  create  turnover  for  available 
spaces  on  Main  and  Grove  Streets.  The  installation  of  a  stop  sign  at  the  intersection 
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of  Main  and  Grove  Streets  slowed  traffic  on  Main  Street  and  allowed  easier  access 
of  vehicles  from  Grove  onto  Main  Street  and  west-bound  Main  Street  vehicles  onto 
Grove  Street. 

Law  Enforcement  Torch  Run  for  Special  Olympics.  Several

Police  Officers  ran  the  eighteen-mile  event  carrying  a  torch  from 

Peterborough  to  Hillsborough  benefiting  the  Special  Olympics  Program. 

We  congratulate  their  determination. 

Officer  Douglas  Driessen  Training  for  2002  Olympics.  We  are  proud  to 
support  the  efforts  of  Officer  Douglas  Driessen,  a  Specialist  in  the  New 
Hampshire  National  Guard  and  member  of  the  NHNG  Biathlon  Team,  who 
has  been  selected  to  participate  in  the  National  Guard  Bureau  Olympic 
Biathlon  Training  Program.  Doug  has  attended  training  camps  in  Vermont, 
Utah,  Montana,  and  Canada  preparing  for  a  series  of  national  and  interna- 
tional competitions  and  is  currently  training  in  preparation  for  the  Olympic 
Trials  where  a  team  will  be  selected  to  represent  the  United  States  during 
the  2002  Olympics.  Based  on  his  performance  during  the  National  Guard 
Biathlon  Championships,  Doug  was  selected  for  the  1999  All  Guard

Highway  Division  Report 

1998  Project  Review 

1998  was  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Highway  Division.  Major  projects  include: 

•  Construction  of  approximately  16  miles  of  roadside  ditches,  primarily  on 
Middle  Hancock,  Macdowell,  Hadley,  Spring,  Richardson  and  Windy  Row. 

•  Replacement  of  deteriorated  culvert  pipes  on  Middle  Hancock,  Upland  Farm 
and  Union  Street. 

•  Cold-mix  reshaping  and  chipseal  application  on  approximately  8.6  miles  of 
roadway  including  Middle  Hancock,  Macdowell,  Hadley,  Spring,  Richardson 
and  Windy  Row. 

•  Annual  mowing  of  EMS  and  Scott  Mitchell  Landfills,  Town  Wastewater 
Plant  and  Sewer  right-of-ways,  Town  well  sites,  and  rural  roadsides. 

•  Downtown  pavement  markings,  line  striping  and  signage. 

•  Constructed  new  catch  basins  and  storm  drain  system  for  downtown 
"Riverside"  park. 

•  Bogle  Road  Reconstruction  Phase  II  (Additional  1500  L.F.  Extension  of  1997 
project). 

•  Reconstruction  of  Upper  Union  Street  (Approximately  0.6  mile).  Removed 
concrete  slabs,  replaced  deteriorated  storm  drains,  placed  additional  crushed 
gravel  and  repaved. 

•  Constructed  steel  beam  guardrail  on  Union,  High,  Grove  and  Old  Street 
Road. 

•  Reconstruction  of  lower  half  of  Reynolds  Drive;  replaced  storm  drains  and 
repaved. 

•  Approximately  300  catch  basins  were  cleaned/inspected. 

•  Catch  basin/storm  drainage  improvements  on  High,  Union,  Hadley,  Grove, 
Depot  Streets. 

•  Removed  approximately  36  dead/potentially  dangerous  trees  within  the  road- 
way right  of  ways. 

•  Sidewalks  along  School  Street  were  reconstructed  with  concrete  and  clay 
brick. 

•  Approximately  seven  items  were  advertised  for  public  bid. 

•  Installed  above  ground  diesel/unleaded  fuel  tanks  at  Highway  Garage  for 
Town  vehicles. 

•  Anne  Lambert  joined  the  Public  Works  office  on  August  31,  1998  as  secre- 
tary.

Recycling  Division  Report 

1998  Project  Review 

1998  was  a  year  of  change  at  the  Peterborough  Recycling  Center.  A  new  glass 
crusher  was  purchased  through  a  grant  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  the 
Beautiful.  This  machine  turns  many  types  of  glass  into  aggregate  that  can  be  mixed 
with  gravel  for  fill  or  drainage.  The  N.H.  Department  of  Environmental  Services 
Used  Oil  Program  also  gave  the  Town  of  Peterborough  a  grant  of  $2,500.00  to 
improve  its  used  oil  collection  center.  We  were  able  to  purchase  two  4-drum  con- 
tainment units,  and  an  oil  spill  clean  up  kit,  making  it  safer  and  cleaner  to  collect 
used  oil  and  filters.  The  old  glass  building  and  loading  docks  were  renovated, 
thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the  Highway  and  Building  Maintenance  Divisions.  With  the 
purchase  of  three  storage  trailers,  capacity  at  the  facility  has  increased  significantly. 
The  new  building  and  equipment  has  made  processing  and  handling  more  efficient, 
not  to  mention  warmer  and  more  comfortable. 

The  recycling  markets  for  1998  were  at  an  all  time  low.  Even  with  this  drop,  we  were 
able  to  divert  52%  of  the  trash  that  arrived  here.  The  employees  at  the  Peterborough 
Recycling  Center  would  like  to  thank  the  people  of  Peterborough  for  their  participa- 
tion and  dedication  to  recycling.  Your  concerns  have  helped  bring  Peterborough  back 
to  the  forefront  of  recycling. 

The  1998  recycling  revenue  amount  was  $49,579.69  of  which  recycled  sales  totaled 
$43,959.62  and  $5,620.07  of  other  fees  were  collected. 

Annual  groundwater  sampling,  analysis  and  reporting  to  N.H.  Department  of 
Environmental  Services  (NHDES)  continue  at  both  EMS  and  Scott  Mitchell 
Landfills.

1998  Water  and  Wastewater  Project  Review 

Projects  completed  by  the  Utility  Division  in  1998  are  as  follows:

600  new  water  meters  throughout  Town,  with  the  balance  to  be 
completed  in  1999.  This  is  a  continuation  of  the  Town  wide  remetering  program 
that  was  initiated  in  1997.  This  will  include  the  installation  and  verification  of 
backflow  devices  that  will  provide  the  mandatory  public  health  assurances. 

•  Winterized  all  Town  hydrants  and  updated  the  inventory. 

•  Installed  new  hydrants  at:  Prospect  &  Union,  Upper  Union,  Powersbridge 
Road,  corner  of  Concord,  Main  and  Pine,  Elm,  Kaufmann  Drive,  Lounsbury 
Lane,  Rte  202,  Agway,  Clark  Motors,  Rockbrook  Apartments  and  Old  Dublin 
Road. 

•  Purchased  Hunt  Road  well  site  property;  installed  monitoring  wells  and  new 
production  well. 

•  Responded  to  water  main  breaks  on  Union,  Granite,  Old  Street,  Elm, 
Lounsbury  Lane,  Vose  Farm  Road,  Powersbridge  Road,  Sandhill  and  Blueberry 
Lane,  Rte.  202S,  Rte.  101  and  Pine  Street,  Hunter  Farm  Road,  High  Street  by  the 
Golf  Course. 

•  The  Sand  Hill  water  storage  tank  was  inspected  and  cleaned. 

•  246,667,000  gallons  pumped  in  1998. 

Wastewater 

•  The  Sewage  lift  pump,  which  failed  at  Taylor  Court  pump  station,  was  removed 
and  replaced  by  the  Utilities  Division. 

•  Exhaust  fans  at  the  main  pump  station  were  repaired. 

•  The  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility  processed  103,290,000  million  gallons  of 
influent  this  year,  with  acceptable  results. 

•  The  Town  awaits  the  Contoocook  River  Wastewater  Loading  Study  being  pre- 
pared by  NHDES,  which  will  establish  new  discharge  parameters  for  our 
Wastewater  Plant. 

•  Jim  Thibodeau  attained  a  Grade  Distribution  I  NHDES  Water  Works  Operator 
license. 

•  Utility  Division  personnel  attended  Water  and  Wastewater  training  programs  in 
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order  to  remain  current  in  the  industry. 


•  Jim  Dickie  attained  a  Grade  I  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility  Operator  license. 

•  Steve  Hodge  joined  the  Department  of  Public  Works  as  Utility  Superintendent 
on  December  21,1998. 

•  Doug  Parker  joined  the   Department  of  Public   Works   as   Maintenance 
Technician  II  on  January  4,1999.

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Street  Lighting  Committee  Year  End  Report 

The  Peterborough  Street  Lighting  Committee  has  completed  Phase  I  of  its  charge: 
research,  evaluation,  and  policy  recommendations  for  placement  of  the  town's  street 
lights.  Committee  research  found  that  street  lights  serve  two  main  functions:  alert- 
ing drivers  to  the  presence  of  intersections  and  to  the  presence  of  pedestrians.  Street 
lights  are  not  recommended  for  alerting  drivers  to  sharp  corners  or  other  potential 
road  hazards.  Signs  and  reflectors  best  serve  that  purpose. 

As  town  budgets  continue  to  swell,  municipal  street  lights  also  are  not  recommend- 
ed to  light  private  residences.  Increasingly  towns  are  withdrawing  from  that  role, 
with  no  resulting  increase  in  accidents  or  crime.  Accordingly,  the  committee  rec- 
ommended the  removal  of  some  50  street  lights  that  were  not  placed  at  intersections 
or  along  roads  with  considerable  pedestrian  use.  Street  light  removal  was  completed 
this  past  summer.  • 

Phase  II  will  provide  the  town  with  an  overview  of  the  existing  lighting  infrastruc- 
ture and  a  plan  to  bring  the  present  mix  of  light  types  and  fixtures  into  a  standard 
upgrade  that  will  qualify  for  a  reduced  municipal  rate.  Because  the  present  mix 
includes  energy  inefficient  and  technically  outdated  types,  the  town  does  not  qualify 
for  this  reduced  rate.  The  committee  is  exploring  "cut-off  fixtures"  that  minimize 
light  escaping  skyward.  Currently  one-third  of  the  nation's  nighttime  lighting  shines 
upward  and  not  at  the  intended  target.  The  star-lit  night  sky  is  disappearing.  The 
immediate  fiscal  results  to  the  Town  of  the  committee's  efforts  are  a  lowering  of  the 
annual  street  lighting  costs  from  $56,213  to  $48,820.  The  conversion  to  uniform, 
energy-efficient  lights  that  qualify  for  a  municipal  rate  will  further  reduce  the 
Town's  annual  street  lighting  cost. 

Working  with  Public  Service  of  New  Hampshire  and  a  lighting  consultant,  Otter 
Tail  Energy  Systems,  the  committee  now  is  studying  lamp  and  fixture  options. 
Unfortunately,  most  standard  "off  the  shelf  lamps  are  geared  to  maximum  bright- 
ness that  is  inappropriate  to  a  country  town.  This  fact  has  slowed  committee 
progress  as  cost-efficient  alternatives  continue  to  be  sought.  The  consultant's  draft 
report  is  being  reviewed,  and  the  committee  will  have  recommendations  for  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  review  this  spring.

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Cemetery  Department  Report 

The  Cemetery  Trustees  were  pleased  this  year  to  have  accomplished  many  needed 
improvements  at  Upper  Pine  Hill  Cemetery.  New  water  lines  were  installed,  and 
the  cemetery  roads  in  Upper  Pine  were  paved.  This  was  done  using  funds  from  the 
cy  pres  fund.  The  cy  pres  fund  are  the  funds  accumulated  from  Trust  Fund  interest. 
During  1998  the  trustees  sold  16  gravesites  for  a  total  of  nine  deeds.  There  were  33 
burials  this  year.  In  the  coming  year  we  plan  to  build  a  new  maintenance  building 
at  the  back  of  Upper  Pine  Hill.  As  we  had  discussed  in  our  last  report,  we  do  plan 
to  place  directories  and  maps  at  the  Sand  Hill  Road  entrances.  We  are  placing  land- 
scape plantings  in  Middle  Pine  Hill  also  using  funds  from  cy  pres.  The  Lower  Pine 
Hill  Cemtery  gates  were  relocated  in  1973  from  Concord  Street  in  anticipation  for 
the  upgrade  of  Route  202. 

In  closing,  the  Trustees  would  like  to  recognize  the  fine  work  by  the  Maintenance 
Crew:  Bob  Wilder,  Buildings  and  Grounds  Maintenance  Foreman,  Heather  Young, 
Keir  Vermilyea  and  David  Croumie  all  did  a  wonderful  job  this  past  year  in  the 
upkeep  and  maintenance  at  the  Concord  Street,  Pine  Hill  and  Old  Street  Road 
cemeteries.

Capital  Improvement  Program 

This  effort  is  shared  by  Town  officers,  Department  Heads  and  appointed  committee 
members.  It  is  the  goal  of  this  program  to  identify  present  and  future  needs  for 
Capital  Expenditure.  The  difficulty  in  this  effort  is  to  establish  a  priority  of  need. 
After  a  first  attempt  to  establish  priority,  the  committee  enters  discussions  with 
Department  Heads  and  Town  officials.  This  is  done  to  reaffirm  the  priority  and  to 
familiarize  all  concerned  so  that  their  budget  preparation  is  more  realistic. 

In  the  priority  equation  we  now  introduce  cause  and  effect  upon  the  tax  burden  for 
the  town.  This  must  also  include  probable  school  taxes.  A  master  plan  for  con- 
trolled improvement  now  begins  to  take  on  form.  The  Capital  Improvement 
Program  is  then  presented  to  the  selectmen  and  Budget  Committee.  This  CIP  in 
sonly  presented  in  the  broad  form  and  can  be  accepted  and  used  a  s  guide  in  order 
to  prepare  final  town  budgets.  This  third  year  of  committee  effort  is  more  effective 
because  of  prior  experience.

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Civil  War  Monument 

The  Soldiers'  Monument  erected  in  Putnam  Park  consists  of  a  bronze  statue  of  a 
soldier,  6  feet  7  inches  high,  standing  in  full  dress,  at  rest  upon  his  arms,  upon  a 
granite  pedestal  seven  feet  in  height.  The  statue  was  designed  by  Martin  Milmore, 
Esq.,  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  and  was  cast  by  the  Ames  Manufacturing  Company 
of  Chicopee,  Massachusetts.  The  pedestal  is  of  Concord  granite.  Upon  the  face  of 
the  granite  pedestal  in  the  front  is  a  bronze  memorial  tablet  with  an  inscription  to 
the  Peterborough  soldiers  who  gave  their  lives  in  service  to  their  country  during  the 
Civil  War. 

The  first  steps  to  procure  a  Soldiers'  Monument  for  Peterborough  soldiers  who  sac- 
rificed their  lives  in  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  were  undertaken  by  the  Soldiers  and 
Sailors'  Mutual  benefit  Association  of  Peterborough.  A  Committee  was  chosen 
from  their  ranks  on. April  4,  1 866,  to  procure  the  funds  for  a  monument  to  their 
dead.  This  Committee  held  a  Levee  December  25th  of  the  same  year  and  secured 
four  hundred  eighty  one  dollars  and  fifty  eight  cents.  P.C.  Cheney,  Esq.  formerly 
the  Quartermaster  of  the  13th  N.H.  Regiment,  gave  an  additional  one  hundred  dol- 
lars. A  second  Levee  was  held  on  December  24th,  1867  and  three  hundred  and  sev- 
enty dollars  was  raised.  A  chowder  party  from  West  Peterborough  gave  the  surplus 
from  a  Fourth  of  July  event  in  the  amount  of  sixteen  dollars  and  seventy  five  cents. 
The  town,  at  the  annual  meeting  in  March  1868,  voted  to  raise  the  sum  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars  and  appointed  a  committee  to  work  with  the  soldiers  committee  on  the 
project.  On  February  26th,  1869  a  third  levee  was  held  which  netted  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  eleven  dollars  and  fifteen  cents.  The  Ladies  Soldiers' Aid  Society  in 
dissolving  gave  for  the  monument  the  unexpended  money  in  their  hands,  amounting 
to  thirty-five  dollars.  At  the  annual  meeting  in  March  of  1870,  the  town  voted  to 
appropriate  six  hundred  fifty  three  dollars  and  forty  nine  cents,  the  final  amount 
needed  to  cast  and  erect  the  monument. 

The  monument  was  erected  in  Putnam  Park  on  Grove  Street  in  the  fall  of  1 869  and 
was  dedicated  the  following  spring.    It  remained  in  Putnam  Park  for  thirty  three 
years  until  the  summer  of  1902  when  it  was  moved  across  Grove  Street  and  relocat- 
ed in  front  of  what  is  now  the  GAR  hall.  This  monument  is  scheduled  to  be  refur- 
bished this  summer  with  care  being  given  to  preserve  the  hard  earned  tribute  to 
those  who  lost  their  lives  in  the  Civil  War.  The  monument  lists  the  names  of 
Peterborough  men  who  gave  their  lives,  and  it  is  a  surprise  to  see  the  names  of  two 
Peterborough  women  who  also  were  casualties  of  the  Civil  War,  Katie  Scott 
Cummings  and  Mary  Sophia  Fuller  Scott.  The  inscription  states  "Drowned  by  sink- 
ing of  Steamer  on  Potomac  River".  The  story  is  a  sad  piece  of  history  for 
Peterborough.  Mary  Sophia  Fuller  Scott,  wife  of  Lt.  Col.  Charles  Scott  and  Katie 
Scott  Cummings  traveled  to  Newport  News,  Virginia,  in  July  of  1862  to  visit  their 
husbands  who  belonged  to  the  6th  N.H.  Regiment  stationed  there  with  Burnside's 
army.  Upon  their  arrival  at  Newport  News,  the  regiment  was  ordered  away  and  had 
embarked  for  Aquia  Creek,  and  the  women  did  not  meet  their  husbands  as  they  had 
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expected  ,  but  instead  joined  with  convalescent  soldiers,returning  to  their  respective 
regiments  in  Burnside's  army  on  board  the  steamer  West  Point  bound  for  Aquia 
Creek.  The  steamer  had  a  total  of  two  hundred  seventy  nine  soldiers  on  board  as 
well  as  the  two  women  from  Peterborough.  The  passage  was  a  smooth  one  until 
eight  p.m  on  Wednesday,  August  13,  1862  when  the  steamer  was  involved  in  a  col- 
lision with  another  steamer  the  George  Peabody.    The  damage  to  the  West  Point 
was  so  serious  that  it  was  soon  ascertained  that  she  was  sinking.  The  captain 
attempted  to  beach  the  boat  but  was  unsuccessful.  Within  minutes,  the  boat  sank, 
taking  the  lives  of  the  two  Peterborough  women  among  its  victims.  During  the 
dedication  of  the  monument  in  June,  1870,  the  following  verse  of  a  poem  was 
offered  in  the  women's  memory.
